Mattapoisett Votes Yes on Question 2

With only two contested races - one for Library 
Trustee and one for Constable - Mattapoisett voters had 
a relatively easy time voting for their elected officials at 
the May 18 annual election. Voter turn-out was 850, about 
18% of the 4,608 registered voters in Mattapoisett. 

Jordan C. CoUyer will remain on the Board of 
Selectmen; Donald Fleming will remain as an Assessor, 
and both Gerald Johnson and Charles Motta will remain 
on the Mattapoisett School Committee. Newcomer 
Daniel Goodman ran unopposed and was elected to the 
Old Rochester Regional District School Committee, and 
Ronald Merlo was elected to the Planning Board after 
running unopposed. John Eklund will remain as Town 
Moderator; Gary Caspar will remain as Water/ Sewer 
Commissioner; Daniel Lee will remain on the Board 
of Health; Robert Martin will remain as the Herring 
Inspector; Roland Cote will remain as Tree Warden; 
and both incumbent John DeCosta and newcomer Jodi 
Lynn Bauer were elected to the Community Preservation 
Committee. There were three write-in candidates for the 
Mattapoisett Housing Authority vacancy: Eileen Marum 
received 10 votes, Marcia Perry received four votes and 
Paul Kelley received two. 

In a contested race, James Dildine and incumbent 
Mary Magee were elected as Library Trustees. In a second 
contested race, Kenneth Pacheco and incumbent Paul 
Magee were elected as Constables. 

Question One asked the town to allow a 
Community Preservation Act (CPA) surcharge exemption. 
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Mattapoisett voted 'yes' on this question, thereby making 
residents of low-income and low to moderate senior 
income housing exempt from the surcharge. 

Question Two, which was possibly the biggest 
draw for voters, asked the town to authorize the use 
of public funds for snow and ice removal on private 
ways, thus making those roadways open to public use. 
Mattapoisett voted 'yes' on this question, thereby legally 
maintaining the current practice of snow and ice removal 
on private roads. 

Wind Turbine Bylaw Amendment Approved 

Marion Town Meeting

The annual Marion Town Meeting was called 
to order by Town Moderator David Titus on May 17, 
2010 at 6:55 pm in the Sippican School auditorium. After 
the pledge of allegiance, the town meeting convened to 
tackle a 36 article warrant with the Finance Committee 
(FinCom), the Board of Selectmen, Town Administrator 
Paul Dawson and Town Accountant Judith Mooney 
available to answer questions. 

Article 1 asked town meeting members to 
approve the annual compensation for its elected town 
officials in the following amounts: Selectmen ($4,806 
each); Assessors ($4,744 each); Board of Health ($1,830 
each); Town Clerk ($19,111); Town Moderator ($240 per 
annual meeting, $79 per special meeting). Article 1 passed 
unanimously. 

Article 2 asked town meeting members to 
approve an FYll town operating budget of $17,641,403. 
Resident Ted North voiced a concern over the Sippican 
School budget of almost $5.3 million dollars, indicating 
that 40 cents of each tax dollar he pays goes to a relatively 
small population of the town. Mr. North estimated that 
grade school children comprised eight percent of the 
town population, whereas the majority of the town, were 
older and retired. Mr. North called this portion of the 
$17.6 million budget "unacceptable" and thought that the 
school committee was spending too freely. 

In response, Don Torres supported the school 
budget, saying, "This is for the education of our 
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children. . . it is an obligation that is needed for an 
enlightened society. I would say it is worth the 40 cents.'' 

With the exception of the Sippican School line 
item, discussion on the town's operating budget was 
limited. Article 2 passed unanimously. 

Article 3 asked town meeting members to 
appropriate a $1,744,322 transfer from available funds 
to operate the water enterprise fund in the following 
manner: reserve fund ($820,729), debt ($60,000), indirect 
costs ($237,073), funds from departmental receipts 
($1,344,322), and water retained earnings ($400,000). 
Article 3 passed unanimously. 

Article 4 asked town meeting members to raise 
and appropriate or transfer $2,318,626 from available 
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funds to operate the sewer enterprise fund. Article 4 
passed unanimously. 

Article 5 asked town meeting members to raise 
and appropriate or transfer $198,162 to purchase a street 
sweeper with $25,000 coming from the waterways account 
and $173,162 coming from free cash. FinCom described 
the need for a new street sweeper as "desperate'', since 
the previous 1987 street sweeper had been scrapped. 

Resident Albert Love said, "I am opposed to 
this. . . no man in business would spend $200,000 for 
something you look at 11 months out of the year." 

Department of Public Works Superintendent 
Rob Zora argued, "We use that sweeper six to 10 weeks 
a year. . . you need this machine." Mr. Zora said that it 
would be cost prohibitive over the years to rent a sweeper 
at $25 an hour, noting that the dual-purpose machine 
would clean catch basins. "We hope you support us," he 
added. "This is an incredible piece of machinery." 

One town meeting member said that the 
"sweeper is critical to the safety of the roads". Resident 
Eunice Manduca said, "The gutters are a disgrace... we 
desperately need that [sweeper]." 

After discussion. Article 5 passed. 

Article 6 asked town meeting members to 
raise and appropriate or transfer $14,700 to purchase 
seven new defibrillators for the police department with 
$10,500 being transferred from free cash and $4,200 being 
transferred from the waterways account. Article 6 passed 
unanimously. 

Article 7 asked town meeting members to raise 
and appropriate or transfer $49,000 from free cash to 
complete roof repairs on the Spring Street Fire /EMS 
building. Article 7 passed unanimously 

Article 8 asked town meeting members to raise 
and appropriate or transfer $39,184 from free cash 
to purchase air pack replacements and four cascade 
storage tanks for the fire department. Article 8 passed 
unanimously. 

Article 9 asked town meeting members to raise 
and appropriate or transfer $15,000 from available funds 
to refurbish the 1964 brush-breaker with $9,807.11 coming 
from free cash, and $5,192.89 coming from previous town 
meeting articles. Article 9 passed unanimously. 
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At this point in the evening, a Special Town 
Meeting was called to order by Mr. Titus at 8:00 pm. The 
one article on the special town meeting warrant asked 
town voters to transfer $50,000 from free cash to take care 
of a mold problem in the basement of the Marion Town 
House. In the winter of 2009 /2010, an air evaluation 
proved that "there is, in fact, a serious mold problem in 
the town hall," said Mr. Dawson. The transfer would 
clean up the present mold and would address ways to 
prevent further mold from forming. 

Resident John Sweeney expressed concern that 
the town house building was in bad shape with notorious 
roof problems that have yet to be addressed. Mr. Sweeney 
thought that it was a bad expenditure of money to 
remediate mold problems when the mold is likely to come 
back. 

Selectman Henry spoke to the condition of the 
town house, saying, "There is millions of dollars worth 
of work [to be done]. We all know it's in tough shape. We 
need a place to work. We need it to be safe." 

Resident Carol Sanz said that she was "appalled 
and angry" at the condition of the town house. "Why the 
heck wasn't something done 10 years ago?" she asked. 

Selectman Henry said that they had prioritized 
capital needs with water infrastructure being first, as it 
is a matter of public safety. "We [will] need to break it 
down into bite-sized pieces," he said, referring to the 
rehabilitation of the town house. 

Special town meeting Article SI passed. The 
voters reconvened into the Annual Town Meeting. 

Article 10 asked town meeting members to raise 
and appropriate or transfer $6,500 from free cash to make 
electrical repairs at the Spring Street Fire /EMS building. 
Article 10 passed unanimously. 

Article 11 asked town meeting members to raise 
and appropriate or transfer $13,000 from free cash to fund 
the public safety portion of the annual Independence Day 
fireworks celebration. Article 11 was narrowly defeated, 
66-61. 

Article 12 asked town meeting members to 
transfer $5,000 from the waterways account to replace 
two swim floats at Silvershell Beach. Article 12 passed 
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unanimously. 

Article 13 asked town meeting members to 
transfer $25,000 from the waterways account for the 
marine department to purchase and install handicap 
accessibility equipment at Island Wharf. Article 13 passed 
unanimously. 

Article 14 asked town meeting members to 
establish and fund an ''Other Post-Employment Benefit 
Liability Trust Fund/' which would reduce unfunded 
health care and other post-employment benefits to zero. 
Part of this article asked voters to raise and appropriate 
or transfer $25,000 from free cash to begin the funding 
process for this trust fund. Article 14 passed unanimously. 

Article 15 asked town meeting members to raise 
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and appropriate or transfer $220,000 from free cash to the 
stabilization fund, bringing the stabilization fund to a 
little over $1.6 million, and thereby improving the town's 
bond rating. Article 15 passed unanimously. 

Article 16 asked town meeting members to 
transfer $25,000 from free cash to the compensated 
absence account to fund accrued benefits for retiring 
employees. Article 16 passed unanimously. 

Article 17 asked town meeting members to 
transfer $25,000 from the Overlay Surplus Account for the 
Board of Assessors to revalue real and personal property 
as mandated by the Department of Revenue. Article 17 
passed unanimously. 

Article 18 asked town meeting members to 
appropriate $77,400 from the Community Preservation 
Committee (CPC) FYll annual revenues for the purpose 
of meeting requirements of the Community Preservation 
Act open space, community housing and historic 
resources requirements. Article 18 passed unanimously. 

Article 19 asked town meeting members to 
appropriate $2,000 from FYll estimated annual revenues 
to the CPC for administrative expenses. Article 19 passed 
unanimously. 

Article 20 asked town meeting members to 
appropriate $70,000 from the CPC's FYll historic 
resources reserves to the Marion Art Center to restore the 
bell tower on the Marion Universalist Church, where the 
art center is located. About $122,000 total will be needed 
for the whole project, with approximately $40,000 having 
been raised privately Article 20 passed. 

Article 21 asked town meeting members to 
appropriate $80,000 from estimated annual revenues 
from open space reserves to the Marion Open Space 
Acquisition Commission for an 8.08 acre parcel of land 
located on Route 6. Upon the recommendation of the 
CPC, town meeting voted to withdraw this article without 
prejudice. 

Article 22 asked town meeting members to 
allow the Board of Selectmen to establish a work-off 
program for citizens over 60 who want to volunteer their 
services in exchange for a tax bill rate reduction, which 
is not to exceed $750 per fiscal year. Article 22 passed 
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unanimously. 

Article 23 asked town meeting members to 
transfer $9,000 from the Chester A. Vose fund for 
an Assessors reduction in taxes. Article 23 passed 
unanimously. 

Article 24 asked town meeting members to 
approve an Open Space Acquisition Committee (OS AC) 
land purchase of $155,000 from the Indian Cove Trust for 
conservation and passive recreation purposes. At a recent 
meeting, the OSAC decided to withdraw Article 24, so 
town meeting members voted to pass over this item. 

Article 25 asked town meeting members to amend 
a general "Municipal Charges Liens'' bylaw to read: 
"Municipal Charges Liens may be placed on real property 
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located within the Town of Marion for the following 
charges or fees that remain unpaid after the due date for 
such charges or fees: Motor vehicle excise taxes''. Town 
meeting also voted to pass over Article 25. 

Article 26 asked town meeting members to 
amend a general motorboat bylaw to forbid gasoline 
fueling on Town-owned floats and piers. Article 26 passed 
unanimously. 

Article 27 asked town meeting members to amend 
a zoning bylaw in Section 8.3.B to allow commercial 
wind turbines. The Alternative Energy Committee (AEC) 
estimated that $700,000 is spent annually on electricity for 
town buildings. After collecting data for almost a year, 
it was determined that the area of Great Hill produced 
enough wind velocity to be a productive source of energy 
to offset town electricity costs. 

Bill Saltonstall of the AEC said that Article 27, 
a bylaw amendment, was drafted "for the protection of 
town residents'' and to "set Marion's own standards" in 
regards to setbacks, maintenance, sound requirements, 
etc. 

Resident Jim Grady presented an amendment to 
Article 27 that would limit construction of commercial 
wind turbines to non-profit organizations with the 
understanding that the commercial turbine would also 
have to financially benefit the town. Town meeting 
members, who were concerned with protecting 
Marion's interests against commercial development, 
overwhelmingly supported this amendment to the article. 
The motion to amend Article 27 passed, and Article 27, 
which required a two-thirds vote, passed. 

Article 28 asked town meeting members to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to transfer Holmes Lane 
to the Marion Marine Resources Commission. Holmes 
Lane was gifted to Marion from the Will of Barnabas 
Holmes. Article 28 passed unanimously. 

Article 29 asked town meeting members to grant 
NStar and Verizon a perpetual right and easement to 
perform the work necessary in providing electricity and 
phone services to Little Neck Village, located at 330-336 
Wareham Street. Article 29 passed unanimously. 

Article 30 asked town meeting members to grant 
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NStar and Verizon a perpetual right and easement to 
perform the work necessary in providing electricity and 
phone services to the new Marion police department 
building, located at 550 Mill Street. Article 30 passed 
unanimously 

Article 31 asked town meeting members to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen "to institute, defend or 
compromise suits of law/' Article 31 passed unanimously 

Article 32 asked town meeting members to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to sell any article 
belonging to Marion as long as the town no longer has 
need for it. Article 32 passed unanimously. 

Article 33 asked town meeting members to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to sell or transfer 
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any "taxation possession property'' held by the town. 
In this agreement, the Board of Selectmen would have 
to notify the Planning Board, Open Space Acquisition, 
Conservation Commission and the Affordable Housing 
Trust in writing within 20 days before selling the land. 
Article 33 passed unanimously. 

Article 34 asked town meeting members to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to apply on behalf of the 
town for federal and state government and private grants 
for funding services, including: emergency management 
funds, sewer planning, town property repair and public 
safety. Article 34 passed unanimously. 

Article 35 asked town meeting members to 
consider the reports of the Town officers and committees. 
Article 35 passed unanimously. 

Marion's annual town meeting voted to adjourn 
at 10:30 pm. 

Rochester Approves FYll Budget with 

Modifications 

Rochester Town Meeting

Rochester voters convened on May 17 at Old 
Colony Regional Vocational Technical High School to 
determine the fate of one special town meeting article and 
14 articles on the annual town meeting warrant. After the 
pledge of allegiance and a moment of silence for men and 
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women serving in the armed services. Town Moderator 
Greenwood Hartley, III called the special town meeting to 
order at 7:00 pm. On stage to answer questions were town 
officials, including the Board of Selectmen and the Finance 
Committee. 

Article 1 of the special town meeting asked the 
town to transfer $4,009 from available funds to increase 
the Council on Aging Director's salary. One resident 
praised the work of Director Sharon Lally: ''She has made 
a great difference to us seniors. We've been around a long 
time and we deserve this," she said. The article passed 
unanimously. 

Mr. Hartley then concluded the short special town 
meeting and formally opened the annual town meeting at 
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7:05 pm. 

Article 1, which asked the Town to accept the 
annual report of all town officers and committees, passed 
unanimously. 

Article 2, which asked town meeting members to 
fix the salaries of elected officials of the Town for FY 2011, 
passed unanimously. 

In remarks on the budget. Town Administrator 
Rich LaCamera said that like last year, town officials 
undertook a "conservative approach, especially with 
the current state of the economy.'' He said that although 
Rochester is generally financially sound and stable 
compared to other communities, the town budget still 
was hit by reductions in state aid and reimbursements 
and overall slow growth. ''Everybody is taking a hit in 
reductions and state aid and certainly that has impacted 
local budgets," he said. 

Mr. LaCamera cited various state aid cuts, 
including the drop in circuit breaker reimbursement for 
schools from 72 percent to 42 percent. He also said that 
for the first time in 20 years, the Consumer Price Index 
dropped to .9 percent and the town received no SEMASS 
funds as it has in previous years. Moreover, federal 
stabilization funds dropped by $167,000, he said, further 
constraining the budget. 

Despite these issues, Mr. LaCamera noted 
that Rochester did manage to maintain $1.4 million 
in stabilization funds and $551,000 in free cash. "Our 
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local receipts are pretty much the same as last year/' In 
summary, he said: "We believe that [town officials] have 
demonstrated prudence and restraint. We are submitting a 
balanced budget/' 

Then the meeting proceeded to Article 3, 
which asked the Town to allow modifications to the 
classification and compensation plan for Rochester non- 
union employees. The town voted in favor of the measure 
unanimously. 

Article 4 detailed the Town of Rochester's FYll 
Operating Budget, which totals $15,705,3000. The budget 
represents a 2.01 percent increase over FYIO levels. The 
major increases in the budget reflect higher expenses 
in health insurance, Plymouth county retirement, out- 
of-district special education, Bristol Aggie tuitions, and 
Old Rochester Regional Schools. Major cuts in the town 
budget include the replacement of a full-time planner 
with a part-time planner, and funding cuts in the highway 
department, forestry, police department, waste collection 
disposal. Old Colony Regional School and Rochester 
Memorial School. 
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Not reponsible for 
typographical errors 

The town approved the majority of the budget 
but reviewed a few line items for which residents either 
requested clarifications or amendments. In the first such 
amendment. Town Counsel Blair Bailey moved to amend 
the line item pertaining to election expenses from $5,140 
to $2,479, which passed unanimously 

Then Dan McGaffey - a recently elected planning 
board member ~ requested to amend the planning board 
budget. Specifically, he requested to increase monies 
earmarked for expenses from $4,550 to $20,550. He 
expressed concern that the recent elimination of the town 
planner and the imminent departure of board member 
Robert Cummings would leave a void in the board's 
technical expertise and feared that a developer -"God 
forbid a 40-B Developer'' could arrive in Rochester "with 
a six-inch stack of paper" trying to push through their 
proposals and the town would be unequipped to handle 
them. 

In response, Mr. LaCamera said, "We did not 
expect this. We don't think it is fair to bring [this up now]. 
We hope you join the finance committee and leave the 
budget standing as is." 

Planning board member Mr. Cummings then 
spoke about the need to hire a part-time technical expert. 
"The planning board needs professional assistance to 
bring our land use plans to fruition. There are no folks on 
the planning board with technical experience aside from 
me and I'm out the door." 
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Moreover, Mr. Cummings stressed the 
importance that the town "get out in front of the curve" 
by putting land use plans in place prior to receiving new 
development proposals. "I think it is short sided [sic] 
not putting the money there to do it. [The amendment 
request] is still $10,000 under what we got last year," he 
said. 

In response, Mr. LaCamera said, "We should hire 
a part-time planner who is an employee of the town. We 
would rather do that then spend $20,000 to hire an outside 
consultant who knows nothing about our town." He 
added, "That $20,550 would have to come from someone 
else's budget, and we don't think that's appropriate right 
now." 

The town then defeated Mr. McGaffey's 
amendment request, 91-52. In another vote, the town 
unanimously approved raising the budget line item 
"Other Fixed Costs" from $1,385,349 to $1,389,107 to 
reflect changes in town employee benefit costs. 

Article 5 asked the town to raise and appropriate 
and / or transfer from available funds a sufficient sum 
of money to fund recurring environmental and natural 
resources expenses. 2011 national resource expenses 
include $300 for the planting of shellfish in Marion. Voters 
approved the article unanimously. 

Article 6, which asked town residents 
authorization to transfer $2,000 from free cash for the 
purpose of funding the New Bedford Women's Shelter, 
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the morning and 10 minutes in the evening 
and leave the pellets, fruit and veggies avail- 
able for the rest of the day.

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passed unanimously. 

Article 7, which asked the Town to authorize 
revolving funds for several town departments, passed 
unanimously. 

Article 8 asked town members to establish an 
Other Post-Employment Benefits Liability Trust Fund, 
into which the Town may appropriate funds to offset 
the anticipated cost of premium payments for or direct 
payments to be made to retired employees, and eligible 
spouses or dependents of deceased employees of the 
Town. The article passed unanimously. 

Article 9, which asked the Town to appropriate 
$237,074 for the purposes of repair, construction, 
maintenance, and preservation of town roads and bridges 
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which qualify under the State Aid Highway Guidelines 
adopted by the Massachusetts Highway Authority, passed 
unanimously. 

Article 10, which asked the town to adopt new 
zoning by-laws regulating the use of landing strips for 
fixed-wing engine aircrafts, was formally tabled by 
petitioner Colman Lalli. 

Article 11, an article filed by petitioner Tom 
Skrutski, asked the Town to abolish the Rochester 
Historical District Commission and the Historic District 
that the town adopted by vote during its 1999 annual 
meeting. Mr. Skrutski tabled the petition. 

Article 12 asked the Town to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to transfer a deed for an 8.84 acre parcel 
of land from the town of Rochester to the Rochester 
Conservation Commission. The parcel resides directly 
northeast of Rochester Memorial School and is designated 
as a habitat protection area for the Eastern Box Turtle. The 
land designation is necessary to offset new parking for 
Rochester Memorial School that will be built on protected 
land. The town voted in favor of the article unanimously. 

Article 13 asked the Town to appropriate the sum 
of $300,000 - to be reimbursed through grants - for the 
purpose of purchasing the Carr Family Bogs property, a 
35-acre piece of land. The town of Rochester would own 
and manage this land, which would be maintained for 
conservation purposes. The article passed unanimously. 

Article 14 asked the Town to formally establish 
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a town of Rochester Water Supply System and Water 
Department. The Board of Selectmen would appoint 
three individuals to serve on a new Board of Water 
Commission until Rochester residents elect new members 
at an upcoming municipal election. In a lengthy review 
of the topic, selectman Richard Nunes described the need 
for negotiating power between neighboring communities 
on water rights. ''Water is a significant issue for residents, 
agriculture and business. . . We seek to establish a three- 
member board in order to protect Rochester's water 
interests." 

In further comments, resident Fred Underbill 
expressed distress over New Bedford's control over a 
portion of Rochester water sources. "[New Bedford] has 
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buildings in Rochester w^orth $24 million, but doesn't 
pay a dime to the town. . . When we approached [New 
Bedford] a few years ago about getting water committed 
to Rochester in the long run, [they said] we could pay 
like any community pays for water to reserve and not 
even use/' He said in order to change a court decision 
upholding New Bedford's permit to use water in 
Rochester and other neighboring towns, ''[Rochester] 
must be prepared to articulate more completely its usage 
of the great pond resources, making a convincing case of 
the modification of the permit." As such, he supported the 
article. 

However, Selectman Bradley Morse stated that he 
felt the article is "too premature. We haven't done enough 
research yet." 

Shortly thereafter, the Town approved Article 14 
unanimously. 

With no other articles on the warrant, the town 
voted to adjourn at 8:30 pm. 

Highway Surveyor Position Remains Elected 

Mattapoisett Town Meeting

A third evening of the Mattapoisett annual town 
meeting was called to order by Town Moderator Jack 
Eklund on May 12, 2010 at 6:45 pm in the Old Rochester 
Regional auditorium. Town meeting members reconvened 
to tackle the last 15 articles on the warrant. 
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Article 29 asked town meeting members to revise 
a May 2008 town meeting vote called ''Capital Plan for 
Purchase of Land to include the cost of protecting "town 
drinking water aquifers and well fields''. Article 29, which 
required a majority vote, passed 95-0. 

Article 30 asked town meeting members to 
appropriate $10,000 from the sewer department enterprise 
funds retained earnings to the FYll sewer department 
annual budget for the purpose of offsetting unforeseeable 
expenses. Article 30, which required a majority vote, 
passed 98-0. 

Article 31 asked the town to appropriate $10,000 
from the water department enterprise funds retained 
earnings to the FYll water department annual budget 
to establish a departmental reserve for water expenses. 
Article 31, which required a majority vote, passed 100-0. 

Article 32 asked the town to appropriate $200,000 
from water department retained earnings to purchase 
water meter reading and transmitting equipment. 
According to water department superintendent William 
Nicholson, these replacement meters would give quicker, 
more accurate readings, making it possible to move to 
quarterly billing, which would ease the financial burden 
for those paying for public water. The Finance Committee 
did not back the article since they did not feel that 
they had enough information on it, but Mr. Nicholson 
recommended passage for the sake of accuracy and water 
conservation, since the new meters would make leaks 
evident sooner. Article 32, which required a majority vote, 
passed 133-14. 

Article 33 asked town meeting members to 
transfer $42,380.88 from water retained earnings, and 
$27,619.12 from previous town meeting articles to offset 
the cost of demolishing the North Street water tower, 
which is about 98 years old. Article 33, which required a 
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majority vote, passed 150-0. 

Article 34 asked town meeting members to 
appropriate $600,000 to design, engineer, permit and 
construct sewer on Cove Street, which would serve 28 
homes in a sandy area of Cove Street, to prevent leeching 
into Buzzard's Bay from septic tanks. The borrowed 
project money would be repaid by "property owners 
benefitting from this project''. Article 34, which required a 
two-thirds vote, passed 155-0. 

Article 35 asked town meeting members to 
appropriate $610,000 to finance the construction of a 
North Street sewer replacement construction project. The 
North Street sewer was constructed around the turn of the 
20th century, and is in need of replacement for logistic and 
environmental reasons. 

Mr. Nicholson said that, in return for sewer tie-in 
that the Bay Club LLC received from town, a committee 
from the gated community agreed that the Bay Club 
would offset the installation of this North Street project. 
Mr. Nicholson was clear that they would not go to bid 
without a written and recorded agreement with the 
Bay Club LLC. An amendment was approved by town 
meeting members to make the Bay Club LLC responsible 
for betterment of the North Street sewer replacement 
project. Article 35, which required a two-thirds vote, 
passed 155-0. 

Article 36 asked town meeting members to 
accept a provision in Massachusetts General Law to 
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establish a trust fund for long-term liability of retiree 
health insurance costs. Also, the article asked to raise and 
appropriate $25,000 for this liability trust fund. Article 36, 
which required a majority vote, passed 150-0. 

Article 37 asked town meeting members to 
appropriate money from available revenue for the town's 
stabilization fund. Upon recommendation of the Finance 
Committee, the article was withdrawn - $13,744 remains 
in free cash. 

Article 38 asked town meeting members to amend 
Article 4 in the May 2009 Town Meeting to include DPW 
highway barn generator work. Article 38, which required 
a majority vote, passed 150-0. 

Article 39 asked town meeting members to amend 
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a November 2009 special Town Meeting vote to include 
fixing water leakage issues in the Center School. Article 
38, which required a majority vote, passed 150-0. 

Article 40, an article filed by petitioner Kimberly 
Ward of Meadowbrook Lane, asked town meeting 
members to change the Mattapoisett Highway Surveyor 
position from elected to an appointed position. Ms. Ward 
expressed displeasure in the way that the private roads 
issue was resolved with current Highway Surveyor Barry 
Denham in the fall of 2009, and thought that the position 
shouldn't give too much power to one person. 

In an overwhelming response in defense of 
Mr. Denham, town meeting members supported status 
quo, arguing that the position is best kept as an elected 
position. 

One resident argued that keeping it elected was 
the best way to keep up quality work. "If you don't like 
someone, vote someone else in," said Mr. Terrio. 

"[Voters] have direct input," said Wayne Walega 
of 24 North Street, in regards to the highway surveyor 
position. "If what you propose goes through, you are 
completely at the whim of an appointed person." Mr. 
Walega said that keeping the position elected assures that 
the surveyor is always held accountable. 

Selectman Randall recused himself for a moment 
to represent himself as a taxpayer. "If you pass this 
article tonight, you will lose an elected official and that is 
defeating the democratic process in Mattapoisett," said 
Mr. Randall. 

Other residents spoke to Mr. Denham' s diligence 
and their satisfaction with his work over the years. Bill 
Dumas said that he "sleep [s] rather well" knowing 
that Mr. Denham and his crew were on the road in a 
snowstorm; likewise, Mattapoisett Congregational Church 
secretary Liz Field noted that Mr. Denham was always 
diligent about sanding the parking area of Barstow Street 
for the Council of Aging. Aside from personal satisfaction 
with the currently elected highway surveyor, most town 
member members did not think that making the position 
appointed would benefit the town in the long run. 

Resident and former selectman Ray Andrews 
said that the salary of a professional engineer, as would 
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be appointed under the proposed article, would be 
cost prohibitive, being nearly twice the salary that Mr. 
Denham currently receives. ''To replace him would be 
very expensive,'' said Mr. Andrews. 

Robert Price of Long Plain Road understood the 
petitioner's frustration, but said that the article "seems 
like a retaliation" and encouraged town meeting members 
to defeat the article. 

The petitioner, Ms. Ward, moved to have the vote 
taken via secret ballot, but did not receive the 25 votes 
needed to proceed with the ballot. 

Article 40, which required a majority vote, was 
defeated, 147-3. 

Article 41, an article filed by petitioners, asked 
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town meeting members to accept Park Place as a town 
road. Article 41, which required a two-thirds vote, passed 
140-0. Article 42, an article filed by petitioners, asked town 
meeting members to accept Park Lane as a town road. 
Article 42, which required a two-thirds vote, passed 140-0. 

Article 43, an article filed by petitioners, asked 
town meeting members to appropriate $100,000 from 
available revenue to reconstruct three tennis courts 
on Hammond Street at the Center School. The article 
was filed by petitioners who were concerned with the 
failing condition of the courts, but the article was not 
recommended for approval by the Finance Committee. 

Mr. Eklund noted an issue with the legal phrasing 
of the article, which was not specific enough with where 
the money would come from. The money couldn't come 
from the stabilization fund, since the article had been 
posted as a majority vote item, and money from the 
stabilization required a two-thirds vote. 

An amendment was passed to have the article 
state that the town would appropriate $13,044 from 
free cash to reconstruct three courts near the Center 
School, and Town Administrator Michael Gagne told 
the petitioners that they might, in the future, be able 
to pursue further funding from potential Community 
Preservation Act funds. The amended Article 43, which 
required a majority vote, was defeated. 

The town meeting voted to adjourn on May 12 at 
9:52 pm. 
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Pine Island Subdivision Hearing Continued 

Mattapoisett Planning Board-

A meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning Board 
was called to order by Chairman Thomas Tucker on May 
17, 2010 at 7:00 pm. Also present were Board members 
John Mathieu, Robert B. McNamara and Karen Field. 

The first order of business for the evening was 
the public hearing regarding the proposed definitive 
subdivision off of Pine Island Road in Mattapoisett. The 
applicants, Timothy and Greta Fox presented with Dave 
Davignon from N. Douglas Schneider and Associations, 
Inc. 

The conference room in the Mattapoisett Town 
Hall was filled with townspeople wanting to address 
their concerns about the proposed property. The number 
one issue was the potential for water drainage problems 
on the neighboring properties. Already, a number of 
residents claim to have ''ponds in their yards'' during the 
wet season, and they believed the clear-cutting of trees 
would only exacerbate the issue. 

Mr. Davignon presented a map with the proposed 
subdivision, which raised many questions in the 
audience. Some neighbors wanted to know more about 
certain details which they felt were left out of the plan. 
These included the placement of an easement and the 
layout for a cul-de-sac, which may not in fact be created 
and was referred to as the "conceptual, but not real cul- 
de-sac." Mr. Davignon replied, "we're asking for a waiver 
to not build that." 

A resident in the audience asked, "what 
requests for waivers have there been?" Chairman Tucker 
responded: "we haven't gotten any yet." Another 
question was about the ownership of the wetlands, 
which are divided among property owners, with no 
responsibility of the Town, according to Mr. Davignon. 

Barry Denham, Mattapoisett Highway Surveyor, 
made a comment about the "vote last November 
regarding the highway department's responsibility for 
all roadways" (private roads included) saying, "I would 
like the Board to use care with signing waivers." Board 
member John Mathieu responded, "it will be worded 
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as a condition of any waiver that the town will not be 
responsible/' 

A Mattapoisett resident raised a concern about the 
trees growing on his property and the "heavily wooded 
area" which he fears will be cut down. Mr. Davignon 
replied that the plan includes a "ten foot buffer zone/' 
which Board member Robert B. McNamara expanded 
on, saying, "the engineers allowed for ten feet. After that, 
anything cut would be between the engineer and the 
owners; they can determine what to cut. We would hope 
they would try to save what they can." 

The problem of water drainage was a major topic 
of the evening. One resident who bought her property 
in the late 1950's stated, "I am one of the original people 
living here, and the water has always been there. The 
town would not accept Holly Lane until something was 
done, and that was in the [1960's]." 

One Mattapoisett resident hired William F. 
Madden of G.A.R Engineering, Inc to assess the situation. 
Mr. Madden read aloud a three-page letter he had 
written outlining many "black and white" hurdles to 
be overcome. Chairman Tucker responded, "at some 
point we have to close the public hearing so we can get 
to work." Mr. McNamara continued, "none of us are 
engineers. We hire our own engineers; that's what we take 
into the non-public portion." 

A motion was made at 8:55 pm to continue 
the meeting on June 7, 2010 at 7:00 pm, and passed 
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unanimously. Two more motions were made; one was 
to accept the minutes from the May 3 meeting, which 
passed, as did the motion to accept a Form A plan from 
the Baker family. The meeting was adjourned at 9:12 pm. 

Board Pursues Teachers' Support of RTTT 

Old Rochester Regional District School Committee

A regular meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee was called to order by Chairperson 
Peter Bangs on May 12, 2010 in the Superintendent's 
Conference Room at 6:00 pm. Also in attendance were 
Committee members Jim O'Brien, John Russell, Paula 
Meere, and Virginia Beams, Selectman Paul Silva, 
Superintendent Douglas White, Director of Student 
Services Teresa Hamm, School Business Administrator 
Kathleen Isernio, ORR High School Principal Michael 
Devoll, ORR Junior High School Principal Kevin Brogioli 
and Mattapoisett Town Administrator Michael Gagne. 

As the first item of business, Mr. White opened a 
formal public hearing on internet safety for the purpose of 
detailing online safeguards as required by the Department 
of Education. According to Mr. White, the school district 
is installing "]oehox" , a filtering system that blocks out 
material deemed harmful to minors as well as personal 
email and social networking sites. In response to an 
inquiry by Mr. Bangs regarding possible blockage of 
useful sites, Ms. Hamm clarified that students who 
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believe that Joebox inadvertently blocked an educational 
site can request access through an administrator. 

The board then approved the internet safety 
policy as presented. 

Board members then offered Mr. Silva - who will 
step down from the ORR Committee - a hearty farewell. 
"His service has been invaluable/' said Mr. Bangs. "I 
personally will miss him and his technical expertise.'' 

"It is a sad and happy day. It is sad that Fm 
leaving, but it is a happy because Fm happy with the 
leadership here. [Mr. Bang's] leadership is critical, and I 
can't say enough about [Mr. White] . . . and [Ms. Isernio] . . . 
Thank you, I've learned an awful lot," said Mr. Silva, who 
left shortly thereafter for the Mattapoisett Town Meeting. 



At this point, the board approved the regular 
minutes for March 10 and March 24 with minor 
modifications. 

The board then formally recognized high school 
student Jillian Zucco, who recently received the Prudential 
Spirit of Community Awards as a Distinguished Finalist 
for her project "Spreading the Spirit of Volunteerism." Her 
accomplishments include organizing a fundraiser that 
brought in $25,000 for a local child with brain cancer and 
participation in an American Cancer Society Relay event. 
Following a speech by Ms. Zucco, the board presented her 
with a medal for her efforts. 

The superintendent then continued his report 
with the announcement that Massachusetts is moving 
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forward with Race To The Top. He said the opportunity 
for schools to join in is still an option and thus hopes 
to encourage the teachers' union to reverse their past 
decision not to sign on for RTTT. In the meantime, 
Mr. White said that the state is providing leadership 
opportunities for schools to get involved on the ground 
level for its upcoming re-submission of an RTTT grant 
application. "We strive mightily to get ORR on board. 
This is one more chance to convince [the teachers' union] 
to allow us to participate/' said Mr. Bangs. 

Ms. Hamm then reported on a recent coordinated 
review by the Department of Education of district 
programs and practices, including ELL, civil rights and 
special education. She said the agency determined "no 
negative findings." Concluding his report, Mr. White 
mentioned preparation efforts to handle new anti- 
buUying legislation recently passed by the state. 

In the ORR high school principal's report, Mr. 
Devoll discussed a recent building assessment for which 
the school scored high marks for its computer facilities, 
lab space and classrooms. He then discussed school 
happenings, including the wrap up of the final AP and 
MCAS exams. Also, he said the school would soon host 
an upcoming banquet for the Students of the Month, 
during which a Student of the Year will be announced. 
After listing a string of upcoming events and dates for the 
departing senior class, Ms. Devoll said that the upcoming 
graduation is open to the entire community. "This is a 
graduation of the community," he said. 

In other news, Mr. Devoll announced that the 
faculties of the junior high and high schools would 
compete in a sports competition soon. 

Mr. Brogioli then reported on ORR junior high 
school activities, including a school jazz concert, the high 
participation of 95 students on the middle school track 
team, and a recent parent informational night to help 
"ease the annual affair of students coming into the sixth 
grade," he said. Mr. O'Brien then mentioned the defection 
of eighth graders to out-of-district high schools and 
encouraged the principal to conduct exit surveys to assess 
the situation. 

Finally, the principal announced that Silas 
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Coellner - a current math teacher - will assume the role 
of Assistant Principal in the fall. "We are lucky we found 
someone of this talent and magnitude/' said Mr. Brogioli. 

In the business report, Ms. Isernio stated that the 
budget is sound and said that she met with school officials 
to look into purchasing supplies for the next school year 
with this year's surplus funds. She noted that next year's 
budget eliminates about $65,000 from the junior high 
supply budget and about $100,000 from the high school 
budget. Ms. Isernio then obtained approval from the 
committee for a small transfer to accommodate a staff's 
new educational advancement. She also received approval 
of a $500 gift from teachers, who received the money from 
the organization Guaranteach. This money will be used to

Ms. Isernio then received approval from the board 
for several bids pertaining to late night and field trips / 
sports bus transportation, sports photography services 
and athletic training services. 

At this point, the business administrator formally 
announced Steve Murphy as the new Facilities Director.

but just remember, it's only two finals a day. You have a 
weekend to study for the brunt of the finals, and since no 
homework is assigned you can take all those hours and 
apply them to studying as well. Plus, most classes devote 
the last few classes to reviews or activities that help in the 
reviewing process. 

My advice for studying is to form a study group 
for those really tough subjects.

You don't 
want to experiment with a different approach right before 
the final and then find out that it actually does more harm 
than good, since this grade is so much more important 
than any regular quiz. Keep whatever habits you already 
have, and only add to your normal study habits. Never 
cut back on studying, since you'll just undermine 
yourself. 

Now, freshmen, you don't want to get worked 
up about the finals schedule. It's very simple and easy to 
keep straight. You will have two finals per day, except on 
the first (June 11) and last (June 17) days of finals week. 
On June 11, there will be a regular day of school. Students 
will go to blocks 1, 2, and 4 from the Day 2 schedule. The 
last block of the day will be Day 2, Block 3. Now, please 
note this: the blocks are not in order. Just remember the 
numbers 1, 2, 4, 3 and you'll be fine on June 11. For the 
schedule for the rest of finals week, just check the piece 
of paper that you received in homeroom or go online and 
look at the school calendar for June 11. 

If you have gym during the second half of the 
year, you do not have a final during finals week. For 
whatever block that final would occur, you have a study. 
Studies may be treated in one of two ways: you may 
attend school and remain in the cafeteria, studying or 
otherwise remaining quiet, or may stay /go home. This 
goes for any class that you do not have a final for, whether

it be gym, a directed study, or an elective. (Yes, some 
electives do not have finals. Make sure to ask your teacher 
if your class does.) If, for example, you have a gym or 
study first block during finals week, you may either ride 
the bus to school and stay in the cafeteria, or stay home 
and have your parents drop you off at school in time for 
your block two exam. If you have a study or gym for 
block two, you may either wait in the cafeteria before 
catching the bus or have a parent pick you up from school 
early. The choice is completely yours. But if you come into 
school later, you must make sure that you are in time for 
your next final, which will begin at 9:13 am. 

The bus schedule is probably the most confusing 
thing about finals week. On Monday, Tuesday, and 
Wednesday (June 14, 15, and 16) of finals week, there will 
only be three buses, one for each town. You must log onto 
the school website prior to finals week and download the 
bus routes so that you may figure out which bus you will 
be taking. These buses will function much like the late 
buses that you have probably taken before. On Friday, 
June 17, however, there will be the regular buses. This is 
because June 17 is a district- wide dismissal as the last day 
of school. 

My last tip for freshmen: Don't be afraid to ask 
your teachers any questions about finals week. It'll be 
much better to find out as much as you can about the tests 
and the procedure for finals before the week starts than as 
the week progresses.

Marion Native Launches Youth Boatbuilding 

Program

On a sunny and breezy Sunday afternoon, 
15-year-olds Austin Garris and Gabrielle Monteiro 
launch their Bevin's Skiff - a traditional wooden boat 
- on its inaugural journey on water. The two teenagers 
personally built the glistening white skiff from start to 
finish and now are testing their craft at Buttonwood Park 
pond. After the two are safely aboard, a guiding hand 
offers a strong push to the boat and catapults it away 
from shore. 

That guiding hand is Christian Smith, a 
quintessential SouthCoast man who learned the art 
of boat building at a young age as a boy raised near 
Job's Cove in Marion. As a boat building professional 
who restores antique yachts in Mattapoisett, Mr. Smith 
aspires not only to pass 
along his knowledge, but 
to teach environmental 
stewardship and local 
maritime history to the 
next generation. 

The culmination 
of these ideals is 
GreenFleet, a new 
nonprofit organization 
Mr. Smith launched last 
fall with fiancee Jennifer 
Gonsalves. The mission 
of the organization is 
"to promote growth, 

empowerment, education, self-esteem, personal 
responsibility, and environmental stewardship in urban, 
at-risk youth and the community at large through 
boatbuilding and on-the- water experiences." Mr. Garris 
and Ms. Monteiro's skiff is the first of many crafts that 
GreenFleet plans to build with local youth. 

About 24 hours earlier, teenagers Mr. Garris and 
Ms. Monteiro put the final touches of paint on their craft 
at a newly restored warehouse on North Front Street 
in New Bedford. Mr. Smith smiles and says, "There is 
something wholesome about a little wooden skiff." One 
hundred years ago, locals commonly would take their 
little skiffs out into the harbor and even picnic in their 
Sunday clothes on Palmer's island. "Why not again?" 
Mr. Smith said, describing the importance of opening 
up access to the water to locals. "It is not accessible to 



anyone in New Bedford. We need to change the attitude 
about the harbor," he emphasized. 

According to Mr. Smith, the material cost of the 
skiff - which uses wood only from sustainable sources 
- is about $350. The total labor time equates to about 30 
hours, which the students completed over several weeks. 
The relatively small labor and material cost yields the 
great reward of pride in workmanship and access to 
recreational opportunities in the harbor. Looking over the 
freshly painted boat, Mr. Austin remarks on the technical 
feat of the project. "If there is one measurement off, it 
throws the whole boat off," he said. Mr. Smith added, "It 
is as much of a learning experience for them as it is for 
us." 

Mr. Smith hopes the first send-off of a craft is 
just the beginning for the young participants. "They'll 
learn to take care of [the craft] , benefit from it, and that 
responsibility extends to the environment," he said. Also, 

participants may 
learn how to build 
more complex crafts. 
Already GreenFleet 
is working on a 
traditional oyster 
skiff that advanced 
students may learn 
how to build in the 
future. 

So far, Mr. 
Smith said people 
are expressing 
"tons of interest" in 
GreenFleet and hopes 
that youth who complete the program not only serve 
as leaders in the future, but maintain their relationship 
with their crafts and enjoy the harbor. Two other goals 
of GreenFleet are the dissemination of local maritime 
history and environment projects, which may include 
clean-up days of regional sites like Palmer's Island. 
Further, he envisions an after- school boat building 
program to engage teens in positive ways during their 
down time. 

Anyone interested in learning more about 
GreenFleet is encouraged to attend their Open House 
on May 20 at 5:00 pm at 122 North Front Street in New 
Bedford. The event will include a program presentation 
and a viewing of Mr. Garris and Ms. Monteiro's skiff.

The Life ofReilly. Starring Charles Nelson Reilly. 
Directed by Frank L. Anderson and Barry 
Poltermann. Running time: 84 minutes. 

Note: This movie is almost four years old. The 
reason Fm telling you about it now is that the DVD has 
recently been made available on the directors' website, 
www.charlesnelsonreilly.com, the only place you can get 
the film. You can buy a Charles Nelson Reilly t- shirt and 
get the DVD for free. 

In the early '80s, Stephen King was talking to 
an interviewer and got on the subject of people famous 
for being famous. He cited Charles Nelson Reilly as an 
example. Why is he on my TV? What did he do to get 
there? Most people only know Reilly from his many 
appearances on game shows in the '70s, particularly 
Match Game. Some might also know him from his 
character Jose Chung on The X-Files and Millennium. But 
Reilly, who died in 2007, had a much fuller life than that. 
He was on Broadway in the '60s. He studied acting in the 
same class as Jason Robards, Hal Holbrook and Steve 
McQueen. He taught acting for years; among his students 
was Burt Reynolds. And from 2000 to 2004, he toured 
the country with a one-man autobiographical show called 
Save It for the Stage. 

The Life ofReilly captures the final performance 
of that show. Reilly appears onstage with a variety of 
props clearly marked to look like stage props; he also 
seems to have saved a fair amount of memorabilia related 
to his career, such as a beaten-up newspaper clipping 
from 1977 in which a reader wrote in asking if Reilly was 
still alive. Reilly had a wicked sense of humor about that 
sort of thing. He had to. Born in the Bronx to a shrewish 
mother and a despairing, disappointed father (who had

Disney but was 
denied by his wife), 
Reilly had an awful 
childhood filled with 
imaginative play 
(dolls, puppets) and 
a "voice" in his head 
that kept telling him 
he was going to 
make it. Eventually 
he did; at the peak 
of his ubiquity, 
he estimated he 

appeared on TV about a hundred times a week. 

The movie records Reilly's show and intersperses 
some very brief vintage clips of him (the rights issues are 
perhaps the reason that the DVD can't legally be sold, but 
is given away with a purchase of a shirt). Street interviews 
reveal random passersby who either haven't heard of 
him (too young to remember Match Game) or vaguely 
remember him trading double entendres with Brett 
Somers. Why did Reilly stoop to game shows? Probably 
because he thought they were fun, and also because he 
worked too hard to get in the door to turn down anything. 
He also likely did it to spite the nameless network exec 
who told him, as Reilly recounts here, that "they don't let 
queers on television." If nothing else, Reilly put the lie to 
that. 

The Life ofReilly gives us a sense of a full life of 
triumph and tragedy, an epic story told in 84 minutes by a 
master raconteur. The filmmakers, initially defeated when 
the film's distributor New Yorker Films went bankrupt, 
have said that they hope to make an official DVD 
commercially available at some point. I hope so. The 
movie, and Reilly's final performance, deserves to be seen 
by people aside from existing fans who don't mind buying 
a t- shirt to see the film.
